Yefterday, a gendeman of the name of Locke 
addreffed the General Court of Bank Proprietors, 
and gave notice, that he fhould move at the next 
court in March, for an account of the Company’s 
affairs to be laid before them. It is ftrange that 
fuch accounts fhould require a queftion, as the 12th 
bye-law directs, that the {tate and condition of the 
Company fhould be laid before the Proprietors at 
every dividend court ; whereas no fuch {tate or con- 
dition is ever noticed at thefe courts at all. Ttisa 
general opinion the Bank can divide ten per cent. 
"I'he {tate of their accouats will determine it. 

Independent of foreigners and females, there are 
upwards of ffleen hundred Bank Proprietors, among 
whont may be found the wealthielt men in the king- 
dom ; fo that the next General Court in March, in 
which accounts are to be called for, will probably 
be the fulleft Court that has met for a numbet of 
years.

not met with the following accident :—-~Being eager 
to feize their prey, they crowded all the fail they 
could, and alfo made ufe of their oars; when, in 
their hurry, they ran upon a rock, and foon went 
to pieces, and both crews were drowned, Thefe 
two gallics had taken up their ftation off here, to 
intercept all veffels that were bound hither. "This 
piece of intelligence gave great joy to all ranks of 
people ; feveral of their bodies have been thrown on 
fhore, which were buried in the fands, after being 
{tripped of their ornaments. 

The dreadful high wind on Wednefday night has’ 
proved exceeding fatal to the thipping below bridge ; 

whole tiers were driven from their moorings, and it 
is fappofed that above two hundred fail have ran 

foul of each othér, and received confiderable da- 

mage. A great number of craft have likewife been
